Each bulb produces a number of Crocus-like blossoms during September and October, 
Since they bloom without foliage, they are effective when set in carpets of Thyme, Veronica, Pachysandra, and 
the various Sedums. Plant the bulbs where they can be left undisturbed, to increase each year. The bulbs, if 
grown indoors, will bloom during September without soil or water and after blooming may be planted outdoors,
